LATE BABY RAISES QUIBBLE 
—_---——_— 

Born Seven Weekes After the First, Can 
She be Considered a Twint 
London, Mngland.—All the known 
baby records have been beaten by the 
wife of a workman at Barrow, @ small 
manufacturing village near Clitheroe, 
Lanes. On February 24, of this year 
she gave birth toa son.

The existence of a baby boy who fa 
only some seven weeks older than his 
baby sister threatens to raise prob- 
lems which will make the Barrows ba- 
bles famous. From the medical 
point of view they are twins. Re- 
garded from the cold standpoint of 
Greenwich time they have missed 
their twinship by six full weeks. 

Is the last arrival a belated twin, 
or is she @ separate child—a sort of 
encore baby, as it were? 

Here is a question which will keep 
the insurance commissioners busy for 
aweek. On the arrival of Baby No. 
1 the father probably applied for the 
maternity benefit of thirty shillings. 
Now according to the non-twin sec- 
tion, he fs entitled to recelve another 
thirty ehillings. On the other hand 
if these are twins the second baby 
should be thrown in, for twins count 
ag one, according to the insurance 
commissioners. 

The house surgeons at Queex Char- 
lott’s Lying-in Hospital said that the 
ease of the Barro. babies was most 
remarkable, but they agreed that the 
children were twins. 

Cases of belated twin births are 
known, said one of the dcctors, but 
the fact that such a long period as 
six weeks has elkpsed between the 
two births makes this case extremely 
interesting. 


FRANCE TO HAVE TROOPS 


The Old Roman Idea to be Followed 
In Making a New Army 

Paris, France.— For some time 
past there has been a very strong feel- 
ing in France, among those responsti- 
ble for her safety, that the colonial 
army and tho colonial government 
generally eed reorganization, and ef- 
forts will be made to make of Algiers, 
Tunis, and ultimately Morocco, some- 
thing even, better than colonies. 

Nothing is known of the details of 
the scheme which Is under consider- 
ation, but it is understood that the 
broad lines are those of the ancient 
Roman colonization. 

Germans who have lived here many 
years say quite openly that before long 
France will have to fight for her ex- 
istence because Germany, now that 
the ‘Drang nach Osten’ (pressure to- 
wards the East) has been stopped 
by the unexpected growth of the Balk- 
ans and the disappearance of Turkey, 
will be forced to press toward the 
west. These beliefs are peculiarly 
interesting because of course, the pre- 
sence of German troops and a German 
fleet at Dunkirk would not be over 
pleasing to Great Britain. 

There are also disquieting rumors 
in Paris of German action fF Tunis, 
Algiers and Morocco. It is said that 
German agents have for some time 
been very busily at work stirring up 
the Arabs and the Musslemans gen- 
erally against Frai =. domirtiation. 

Their work has been comparatively 
easy, for they insist on the fact that 
the Germans are the friends of Tur- 
key, with whom Arab sympathies are 
strong, and there is notably In Tunis 
a very strong .ntl-French undercur- 
rent. 

Curlously enough, in M. Lavenden’s 
play, ‘Servir,’ one of the ‘ur plays 
which have retently helped on an out- 


burst of patriotic fervor here, the work 


of German secret agents in Morocco 
{s made the reason of war between 
France and Germany. 


FIERCE DUEL IN PARIS 


Journalist and Deputy Are Antagonis- 
tle and Each Means Business 

Paris, France.—A fierce and pro- 
longed duel with swords took place at 
Neullly, a surburb of Paris, recently, 
between M. Berthoulat, the brilliant 
and clever editor of La Liberte, and 
M. Ceccaldil, the well-known Radical- 
Socialist deputy The affair arose 
out of some articles published in La} 
Liberte after the recent debate in the 
chamber on the amnesty question. 

When the adversaries met on the 
field M. Ceccaldi first began to make 
violent thrusts at his opponent's face 
but these were adroitly parried. 
Once M. Berthoulat’s sword touched 
the ground and the director c? the af- 
fair at once cried halt! 

M. Ceccaldi stopped at once, but 
M. Berthoulat, carried away by his 
feelings, did not respond to the com- 
mand, and his sword plerced M, Cec- 
caldi’s shoulder. In spite of the in- 
jury, M. Ceccald! insisted on contin- 
uing the duel. 

More furious than ever before, the 
fight was resumed, M, Berthoulat for 
the most part, remaining on the de- 
fensive. Soon, however, he was again 
the aggressor, and he inflicted a wound 
on M. Ceccaldi’s chest. 

The seconds at once intervened and 
the fight was stopped. The surgeons 
in attendance found that the right 
lung had been penetrated. Late in 
the evening a bulletin was issued. In 
this the surgeons say that although 
both M. Ceccaldi’s wounds are deep, 
no complications have as yet arisen.

How the Federal Reserves are Being 
Developed 

The Dominion Forest Service has 
progressed farther than any other ser- 
vice in Canada in the laying out of 
forest reserves and providing for the! 
proper administration, Sixteen 
lion acres have been definitely set 
apart by Act of larllament to be ad- 
ministered as forest reserves, Addt- 
tional areas are being examined each 
year, and some six milifon acres ad- 
ditional are now under temporary re 
servation and will shortly be added to 
the reserves set apart by statute. 
The mere setting apart of reserves, 
though an important step, is only a 
preliminary one. Although, unfor- 
tunately, in some cases it has not 
been realized that anything fur. 
ther is necessary, this mistake has not 
ye made in the federal administra 
tion, 

The reserves have been organized 
by appointing an inspector in charge 
for each of the western provinces. 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thoroughly technical train- 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability. In each 
of the inspection districts the reserves 
areas are laid out in units or forests 
each under charge of a technically 
trained man or a man experienced in 
timber administration. Twelve such 
divisions have already been establish- 
ed, and others are being organized 
and manned with forest rangers as 
the development of the reserves and 
the fire danger may render nec »ssary. 
These divisions do not include patrol 
outside of forest reserves on the large 
area of forest not included therein. 
In such areas there are in addition 
twelve patrol divisions each under 
charge of a chief fire ranger. 

On each of the forests, houses have 
been erected for the forest rangers 
so that they may be close to their 
work and give it careful supervision, 
At different points throughout the for- 
est, huts have been erected as head- 
quarters for summer patrols and in 
some of the more inaccessible dis- 
tricts. 470 miles of trails and roads 
have been con:tructed so as to make 
the reserves more accessiblu, 10 
bridges have been constructed, and 
100 miles of telephone have Leen put 
in operation. A much enlarged pro- 
gramme of such improvement work 
has been laid out for the coming year.

Protein, as is generally known, Is the 
substance that goes to make muscle 
and blood. Fat, of course, is fuel for 
running the body machine, Thus, it 
will be seen, eggs, though half or near- 
ly half water, are extremely nutritious,

Good to Know. 

If you have ever attempted to em- 
broider or stencil a plece ef heavy bur- 
lap you have doubtless grown angry 
and discouraged at the tendency of the 
edges to ravel. 

If you had taken time to overcast all 
the edges this could have been prevent- 
ed. But it takes time. Next time you 
have to work with burlap in making a 
cushion top or curtains simply stitch 
the cut edges on the sewing machine. 
Make the stitch long and the tension 
loose and then sew the edge in a wavy 
line, keeping close to the edge all the 
time. It won't fray, and it won't take 
long to fix it this way. ‘The stitching 
won't show when the cushion !s sewed 
up or the curtains are hemmed.

Manufacturing Is Progressing With 
Great Rapidity on the Plains. 

Agriculture is now taken for granted 
on the prairies, but what about manu- 
facturing? The example of Winnipeg's 
rise in a \ittle more than a decade 
to the position of fourth industrial 


city’ in the Dominion, has had the 
effect of limbering the imagination of 
conservative Canada, and tow very 


often the remark is made that Mani- 
toba is more like an eastern province 
than & member of the middle western 
family. But when one talks about 
Manufacturing in Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, the imagination of some very 
intelligent people refuses to work; 
they shut their eyes and say, as pomp- 
ous, little Governor Simpson said 
years ago, when speaking of the pos- 
sible agricultural development of that 
part of the Northwest Territories now 
ealled Saskatchewan, “it is impos- 
sible; it can't be done.” 

But it is being done. 
ing progressing rapidly in both 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. The kinds 
of manufacturing plants that are be- 
ing established in these two prairie 
provinces may be classed largely un-

der four heads, namely, our mills, 
brick and clay products, lumbering 
with its tributary industry, planing; 
and steel and iron work. Generally 


speaking, with the exception of mill- 
ing, these different forms of manufac- 
turing have been introduced into the 
Middle West as the result of the 
strong, growing local demand for 
building materials. So far as an ex- 
port trade is concerned, the manufac- 
turer of the West has very little to 
hope for. The day may come when 
factories in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
may be able to compete with those of 
older districts in Canada and the 
United States in supplying the export 
markets of the world with brick and 
tile. doors and sashes, and iron and 
steel ornaments, but this article pro- 
poses to deal only with the conditions 
which are influencing the establish- 
ment of plants in the West now, and 
it may be safely said that hopes of 
an export trade are not a factor in 
the case. Too many articles of manu- 


facture are being imported into the 
West at the present moment to bid 


anyone have hopes of a very consider- 


able business outside the boundaries 
of the Dominion.—Norman Lambert, 
in Industrial Canada.

on the 7th, and thirty-six countries 
will be represented. 

The invitation to the International 
Geographical Congress to hold its next 
meeting in Canada was given at the 
instance of the Federal and Provincial 


Governments and the Royal Society 
Mining 


of Canada and the Canadian 
Institute, representing in a truly na- 
tional sense the great mining indus- 
tries of the country. 

The eongress will endeavor to pro- 
vide for a uniform system of mapping, 
nomenclature and classification of 
rocks, fossils and minerals and in oth- 
er directions will try to breaden and 
extend the usefulness of geological 
science. A series of excursions will 
be arranged to enable the members 
to see various interesting portions of 


Canada that illustrate special geo- 
logical features. : 
To assist the congress in its work 


the Dominion Government has grant- 
ed $25,000 and the various Provincial 
Governments $17,000. Both Premier 
Borden and Hon. Frank Cochrane at- 
tended the meetings of the committee 
and gave the members warm assur- 
ance of their sympathy and approval 
The funds already provided from var- 
ious sources for the work of the con- 
gress amount to $70,000 and it is ex- 
pected that this will be liberally aug- 
mented.

The Charm cf Their Paintings Is In 
Their Bold, Free Hand Strokes. 
To outline briefly the peculiar meth- 
ods of the Japanese artists, hs uses 
Neither oils, canvas, cardboard nor 
Whatman paper, but employs instead 
painting silk or absorbent paper, 
with ink applied with a well watered 


brush, with or without other colors. 
There is a fixed sequence in the 
strokes of his painted objects, with 
an_established order in which these 


objects are introduced into the com- 
position. 

The artist rarely outlines. He pre- 
fers to paint without defining boun- 
daries This charming manner is 
known as bokketsu, He paints upon 
the matting floor seated on his heels. 
He makes no tentative strokes. He 
knows in advance what is needed 
and paints from a well stored and 
trained memory. He never retouches 
A stroke once made can neither be 
recalled nor concealed He paints 
with the greatest freedom of the arm, 
with the brush held perpendicularly 


and with a stroke vigor “like the 
movements of a dragon,’’ and he in- 
vests each stroke with a sentiment 
corresponding to the very nature of 
the thing painted. Nor must he hesi- 
tate or delay in the act, else the 
psychological moment would be gone. 

He never sketches casts or living 
models, and Buddhist influence has 
always prohibited the nude in art 


In painting robes or other garments 
there are eighteen different ways of 
executing the lines thereof. In 
sketching from nature he interprets 
it not photographically, but aestheti- 
cally, and omits unessential details. 
He paints no shadows nor conceals 
in chiaro oscuro anything he paints. 
Finally he seeks for repose or free- 
dom from all care as the ideal condi- 
tion under which to pursue his art. 


Nor can it be insisted upon too 
strongly that the chief charm of a 
Japanese painting lies in the in- 


spired strength and character of the 
brush stroke, which conveys a deep 
if unsyllabled sentiment, not only 
corresponding with the emotions of 
the artist when producing the work, 
but also enabling us to see with his 
eyes and feel with his soul. Through 
the magic of such stroke repro- 
duced the very nature of the thing 
represented.
